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P R E F A C F. 


A Trade Report is generally regarded as a barometer of the 
economic prosperity or adversity of a country. It is not always 
possible to determine the exact baronjeteric pressure of national 
wealth in terms of in-flow and out-flow of money ; for the smnple 
reason that the factors contributing to the aggregate resultant 
pressure are invariably hazy and indistinct. Every attempt has 
been made to clarify the issues involved in the accurate determi¬ 
nation of our import and export trade. It may, however, be stat¬ 
ed that there may be gaps which are required to be filled. These 
can be filled at a later stage when the system of recording our im¬ 
port and export statistics has been brought to a stage of compara¬ 
tive perfection. 

Mr. P. N. Kak, the Statistician attached to the Department 
of Industries and Commerce, His Highness' Government, has de¬ 
voted a great deal of thought and energy to the preparation of this 
triennial Report, and has produced a document of considerable 
economic interest. It is hoped that our commercial community 
will derive such benefit from the analytical results embodied in the 
Report as is generally derived by business men in other parts of the 
world.

CHAPTER I. 

General. , 

Economic Conditions. —The present Report which deals with 
the period beginning from ist of Katik and ending with 1st 

Katik 1995, is perhaps far less pessimistic than its predecessors. 
Although the world in general and Jamipu and Kashmir in parti¬ 
cular did not wholly recover from the after-math of the prolonged 
depression, there w'ere signs of optimism in many directions. It 
w^ill be remembered that our total import and export trade had 
dwindled down from Rs. 5 >i 9 > 48,430 1986-87 to Rs. 3,66,88,974 

in 1988-89. Fortunately for all concerned the year 1989-90 became 
the turning point for better times and gradually the value of trade 
began to show an upward trend, so much so that by the year 1992“ 
93 our economic activity was definitely more accelerated than in 
the preceding period. There was indeed a marked increase in the 
total value of our trade during the period under review which rose 
from Rs. 3,79,36,984 in 1992-93 to Rs. 4,59,50,262 in 1994-95. In 
this increase, both exports and imports shared. There is, however, 
one outstanding feature which deserves particular emphasis, and 
that is, that, although the trade increased in value it declined in 
volume. The latter was due to the fall in the volume of exports 
of wood and timber, from 52,50,297 maunds in 1991-92 to 27,53,998 
maunds in 1994-95. But as the market conditions were distinctly 
better than those in the previous period, the value of our export 
trade in timber actually increased from Rs. 33,83,304 in 1991-92 
to Rs. 43,69,844 in 1994-95. Another important feature of the 
period under review w'as that of the increase in the export of fruits 
and vegetables w'hich rose from Rs. 12,47,055* in 1991-92 to 
Rs. 29,96,015* in 1994-95. On the import side there was a remark¬ 
able increase under the category of cotton manufactures. The value 
of these imports increased "from Rs. 58,76,787 in 1992-93 to 
Rs. 67,01,788 in 1994-95. The imports of “Oils” and “Wool 
and Woollen-goods” also showed a considerable increase during 
the period under review. 

To give an impetus to commerce and industry^ of the State 
His Highness’ Government abandoned^ their former attitude of 
“Laissez Faire” which had persistently dominated the industrial 
atmosphere during the pre-depression days and replaced this atti¬ 
tude by an all-round interest in the revival of trade and industry^ 
Among the measures for revival taken by the Government, mention 
may be made of (a) the concessions granted to the Shri Karansingh

industry in the State, (r) Kashmir Sheep Breeding Farm Ltd.', 
(d) Tariff concessions to the Soap Industry, and (e) the grant of 
subsidy to the Carpet Manufacturers of the State. As a result of 
these measures, the general economic index began to show an up¬ 
ward trend during the period under review. The exports of wool 
and woollen-goods, the home-made products of the peasant in¬ 
creased from Rs. 9,01,637 in 1992-93 to Rs. 15,15,113 in 1994-95. 
The steps taken to develop the tourist traffic—one of the^ most 
importar^ avenues of income to the trading classes of the State 
resulted in an increase in the number of visitors from 13.706 in 
1991-92 to 24,115 in 1994-95. The special arts and crafts for which 
Kashmir is well-known did not, however, share in the trail of pros- 
peritj^ which increased tourist traffic, as a rule, leaves behind it. 
This was due to the fall the demand for articles of luxury. 

Tourist Traffic. —Tourist traffic during 1994-95 showed a slight 
fall in comparison with the preceding 3'ecir. In 1993-94 there was 
a considerable increase in this traffic over that of 1992-93 when an 
enormous increase was noticeable as compared to 1991-92. The 
follo^^'ing statement shows the trend of tourist traffic in Kashmir 
during the period 1988-1995 :

,'ear 1991-92 was rather abnormal. The number of tourists 
during the year on account of cholera prevailing in 
lilt >ciiit>’ and rumours of an expected earthquake. It is interest¬ 
ing to note that the decrease in the Indian \isitors was ver>" mark¬ 
ed. During 1994-95 ^ slight decrease in the tourist traffic was due 
to femporaiy" suspension of traffic on the Jhelum valley road on 
account of taxi drivers’ strike and political disturbances m Snnagar. 
The number of Indian tourists to Kashmir is increasing consider¬ 
ably from year to year. From 5,307 in 1988-89 the number in 
creased to 19.274 in 1993 - 94 - There was a slight faU in i 994 - 9 > 
The number of European visitors to Kashmir is more or less steaay 
although there is tendency of rise and fall in the alternate years. 
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Agricultural conditions.— 

Crops. —Agricultural conditions in general were normal 
during the three years under review. Crops on the unirrigated 
lands were poor. W heat crop was very poor in Kashmir in 1994- 
95 on account of ' severe winter. Similarly truck crops were 
almost a failure due to dr}^ spring weather in Kashmir. Saffron 
crop w'as very good in 1993-94 but in 1994-95 w'as below the 
normal. The season for apples and pears was bad during 1992- 
93 and consequently the crop was below the normal but during the 
tw^o years 1993-94 and 1994-95 on account of favourable Reasons, 
these fruits were in abundance. 

Cattle. —During the three years under report contagious 
diseases of cattle especially rinderpest appeared in some places in 
the State. But prompt measures wnre taken by His Higlmess' 
Government to stop the epidemics and a very large number of 
cattle w’as inoculated. 

Money Market. —During the three years 1992-95 (1935-38), 
rnarket remained steady wdth funds in plentiful supply. The 
circulation of money was restricted as w’ould-be borrow^ers could 
not produce suitable security. There was not much tendency to 
borrow money for commercial enterprises. 

The Reserve Bank of India rate remained unaltered at 3 per 
cent., since 28th November 1935 and the Imperial Bank of India 
rate on the fixed deposits remained at per cent, per annum since 
February 1936. During 1936 the rates of interest on call money 
varied from J per cent, to i per cent, and in 1937 and 1938 from 
i per cent, to i per cent. 

Growth of trade. —A considerable increase w'as noticeable in 
the total trade during 1994-95. It amounted to 62,73,586 maunds 
valuing Rs. 4,59 50,262 as against 59,11,584 maunds valuing 
Ks. 4,15,91,011 of 1993-94 which showed an increase in the value 
but decrease in the volume of total trade in comparison with that of

During 1994-95 imports of refined sugar fell both in volume 
and in value in comparison with the preceding year. The customs 
duty on sugar imported from India was enhanced in the State from 
Rs. 1-12-0 to Rs. 2-12-0 in 1994-95 and as a result of that and also 
owing to rise in the prices of Indian sugar larger quantities of Java 
sugar were imported. Fall in the volume of imports during the last 
year was due to higher prices of sugar. In 1992-93 and 1993-94 
sugar was largely imported from British India. The imports in

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CHAPTER III. 
Exports of Merchandise. 


Raw Silk and Silk Waste.— A tremendous fall in the prices 
of raw sUk adversely affected its exports from the State. There 
appears some improvement in the market conditions now as is 
clear from the diagram No. VI and table No. 17. The prices of 
raw silk fell from Rs. 12-10-0 per Ib in 1984-85 to R 5 . 3-9-0 per 
lb. in 1991-92 and they unproved during the period under review 
and rose to Rs. 5-8-0 per lb. in 1993-94. 

The exports of silk fell in value from Rs. 46,41,117 in 1980 
to Rs. 8,59,524 in 1989-90. In volunje the exports decreased from 
3,93,676 lbs. in 1980 to 1,74,867 lbs. in 1987-88. Fluctuations in 
the exports of silk for the period of fifteen years 1980-95 are shown 
in the table No. 12 of the “Tables Section” and are represented in 
the diagram No. VII. The exports amounted to 3,45,771 lbs. 
valuing Rs. 10,62,695 in 1994-95 as against 3,30,677 lbs. valuing 
Rs. 13,11,680 of the preceding year thus showing a rise in quantity 
but a fall in value. During 1993-94 the exports feU in volume 
considerably and there was a slight fall in value also in comparison 
with 1992-93 when they amounted to 4,35,025 lbs. valuing 
Rs. 13,24,796. In 1992-93 and 1991-92 the exports were not norm^ 
due to the sale of accumulated stocks of the previous years. In 
these years the figures of export soared high quantitatively although 
the rise in value was not commensiurate with the rise in volume.

The recommendations of the Tariff Advisory Ccn mittee for 

^vision of Customs duty are approved under the followinp
